BEFORE RAPID ADVANCE OF AMERICANSi 


Capture of Leading Spirit in the Revolution.

Province of Cagayan Unconditionally Sur-

Washington, Dec. 14.—General Otis re- ) Xlablnl, reported by MacArthur from 


ports stirring news from Manila, his 
advices going to show that the ipsur- 
gents are at the end of their resources 
from a military point of view, and are 
melting away before the rapid advance 
of the American troops at all points. 
His cablegram* yesterday were at fol- 
lows: 


"Fifty men of the navy and 50 men of 


the army, transported by the navy, took 
Laoagr on the 10th inst. General Young 
with staff followed next day. 
He re- 


ports Howze with a battalion at the 
Thirty-fourth, followed by a portion of 
the Thirty-third Infantry, passed north 
to Fidding, east of Laoag. 
March's 


battalion of the Thirty-fourth was at 
Cayan, province of Lepanto, on the 7th 
inst. 
The Third cavalry wa» along the 


coast and in the mountains pursuing the 
enemy. 
Young states that hia extreme 


northern force passed over the moun- 
tains, driving the insurgents under Gen- 
eral Tino, who was badly wounded, kill- 
ing 50 and wounding many. 
He made 


large captures of rifles and property, 
with all insurgent transportation, and 
released all Spanish prisoners in that 
section, to the number of about 2000.

"Our troops are still pursuing the rem- 


nant of Tino's command. March's bat- 
talion of the Thirty-third reports from 
Cayan, Lepanto province, on the 7th 
inst., that he has c.^stroyed Aguinaldo's 
body guard, killed General Gregario 
Pllar, received the surrender of General 
Concepcion and staff, killed and wound- 
ed 52 insurgents, released 576 Spanish 
prisoners, IncluSng 150 friars, and cap- 
tured considerable property.

was two killed and nine wounded. My 
information is that Aguinaldo has dis- 
guised Ms individuality, abandoned his 
troops, and is hiding in the province of 
Benguet."

The secretary of war regards the in- 


formation conveyed in General Otis' dis- 
patches as the most important that has 
come to hand in months paat. Most im- 
portant of the items is the capture of 


Bayambang. It is believed that the 
Filipino leader was trying to make his 
•way across country from Bangued, 
where he had been obliged to part com- 
pany with Aguinaldo a fortnight ago, 
and was endeavoring to reach the east 
coast of Luzon. The members of th« 
Philippine commission now in Washing- 
ton declare without reserve that Mabinl 
was tbe head and front of the insurrec- 
tion. 


Aguinaldo was only a figurehead, but 


Mabinl was the brain and the directing 
power behind him. He la a paralytic, 
an old man, but with extraordinary 
ability, and his counsels are always con- 
clusive with the Filipinos. Uewaffcon- 
cerned in the first uprising against the 
Spaniards. For a short time he wavered 
upon Aguinaldo's breach with the Amer- 
icans, but finally cast his fortunes with 
| the insurrection, and was president of 


the council. He was also the financial 
strength of the movement, for -Without 
his backing Aguinaldo would have had 
no credit in that circle'of adventurpus 
capitalists in the east -which stands 
ready to venture investments in revolu- 
tionary movements against great risks 
for large odds. 


Next in importance to the capture of 


Mabini in the developments of the cam* 
paign was the bold stroke of Captain 
McCalla of the Newark in capturing the 
whole province of Cagayan. With Mac* 
Arthur holding the province of Isabella 
adjoining and Young's holdings on the 
opposite or western shore of the upper 
peninsula the American forces are now 
in technical occupation—fll_-tha whole 
northern end of Luzon from a point just 
north of the gulf of Lingayen. McCaHa, 
posted at the port of Aparrl tlje only 
good port on the northern end of the 
island, commands the greater part of 
the whole length of the Rio Grande, af- 
fording entrance by boats to a full third 
of the interior of the island. It is up this 
tiver that Captain McCalla is sending 
Eteam launches carrying supplies to 
Major Batehe'lor. 


The latter officer, with a few negro 


soldiers of the Twenty-fourth infantry, 
has just completed one of the most dar- 
ing marches connected with the present 
campaign. Detaching his little force 
from MacArthur a week ago, be drove 
straight through the center of the isl- 
and, 
northward, cutting loose from hi* 


communications and bound to reach 
Aparri or be captured or killed in the 
attempt. Captain McCalla's advice in- 
fllcates that he has succeeded. 


Bates' report from the southern archi- 


pelago has allayed the apprehension ex* 
cited for the security of things there 
growing out of the agitation caused by 
the misleading publications of important 
Insurgent victories. Altogether the ad- 
vices contained in yesterday's dispatcher 
have given great satisfaction to the of* 
flcials of the war department.

More Troops Will Be Sent to Cape 


, Dec, 14.—General Methuen, as 


expected, followed up 'his artillery 


attack with a general assault ojp the 
Boer position Monday,, and his report 
shows that the anxiety of the public re- 
garding the result, occasioned by the 
ominous silence of the war office, -vitas 
amply Justified. The engagement was 
evidently of considerable magnitude and 
the list of killed and wounded, headed by 
Major General Wauchope, will be pro- 
portionate, without the compensation of 
a victory. 


General Forestler-Walker, telegraph- 


Ing from Cape Town at 3:JO p. m., sends 
th« following dispatch from Lord Meth- 
uen, dated Moddsr river, Tuesday, Dec. 
12. 7:30 p. m.: 


"As the Boera occupied their trenches 


strongly this morning, I retired hi per- 
fect order here, where I am in security. 


"I have gathered from some of the 


prisoner*, and from our men with the 
ambulances, who talked with tha Boers, 
that the enemy's losses were terrible, 
•ome corps being completely wiped out. 
Th« Boer* have been most kind to my 
•wounded." 


Each important battle seems to bring 


a worse reverse for the British and the 
papers this morning sorrowfully admit 
that Lortf Methuen's check at Magers- 
fontein on Monday is the most serious 
event the war has yet produced.

"Magersfontein range terminates on the 
east with an abrupt saddle rock, some 
160 fest high.

Is some .two miles long, due east and 
west. The western ends of the trenches 
follow the contour of the kopjes, and 
afford a retreat" 


It is estimated here__that General 


Methuen's forces amounted to 11,000 
men, and perhaps to more. No reliable 
estimate of his losses has yet been re- 
ceived. ~~ They are believed to be at 
least 450. 


All the papers comment on the ex- 


treme gravity of the situation, and upon 
the momentous decision Lord Methuen 
now has to take—whether to remain at 
Modder river or to retire on Orange 
river. The Times says:

I believe they effected severe damage. 
The Boer prisoners report that one lyd- 
dite shell fell among 40 men, only five 
of whom escaped unhurt. Other shells 
burst in the enemy's laager, causing its 
complete destruction.

in still larger force than we found them 
at Modder river, outnumbering^ by al- 
most three to one. The Transvaalians 
are apparently dominating in their mil- 
itary councils, although in a minority."

The terrific British artillery fir» pro- 


yoked no reepjones except from the 
Boer rifle until nearly 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, when the Gordon Highland- 
era formed tip to renew the attack on 
the entrenched kopje. 
They advanced 


with the utmost gallantry to attack the 
Boers, close to the place where lay their 
dead and wounded comrades of the 
highland brigade. 


The enemy opened with a heavy shrap- 


nel fire as the British advanced, and it 
was found physically impossible to take 
tha Boer trenches. 
The British got 


within 200 yards, but could not get 
nearer. It was here that Colonel Down- 
ham fell. 


The Boers had free recourse to'barbed 


wire entanglements, which offered great 
obstacles even after the damage in- 
flicted by the British artillery flre.

Washington", Dec. 14.—By direction of 


Jthe president, Major General Leonard 
Wood, United States volunteers, was 
yesterday assigned to the command of 
the division of Cuba, relieving Major 
John R. Brooke, U. S. A. Major General 
Wood will, in addition to his duties as 
division commander, exercise the au- 
tHority of military governor of the isl- 
and. On completion of the transfer 6f 
the command Major General Brooke is 
ordered to repair to this city and report 


j to the adjutant general of the army for 


I further orders of the secretary of war. 


At the outbreak of the Spanish war 


General Wood was a surgeon in the vol- 
unteer army, and until confirmed as 
major general of volunteers had been 
the junior of the other geneials who are 
now in command in Cuba. As major 
general of volunteers, General-Wood be- 
came the second ranking officer in Cuba, 
his single military superior being Major 
General Brooke, commanding the di- 
vision, who is a major-general in th» 
regular establishment. General Wood's 
advancement gives-him rank above 
Generals Wilson, Lee, Wheeler, Bates, 
Young, Chaffee and Ludlow, all of whom 
were his seniors in-the volunteer army. 
Although all the officers named were 
major generals of volunteers during tha 
Spanish war, they at present hold only 
the rank of brigadier general. 


General Brooke has fer some time past 


indicated a desire to be relieved of-his 
duties as governor general of Cuba and 
given a military command commensur- 
ate with his rank, in this country, and 
as his administration has not been-an 
entire success the president is willing to 
transfer him to another post. General 
Wood's conspicuous success as admin- 
istrator of Santiago has convinced the 
president and his advisers that he is the 
best qualified ntan to succeed Brooke. 
Aside from the reported feeling against 
Wood's appointment on the ground that 
he Is junior to the others, a certain de- 
gree of jealousy has been excited by the 
fact that although he has had the hard- 
est province to deal with, he has es- 
caped all criticism, and has received only 
commendation, while'some of his seniors 
have not been so fortunate, .Flaws have 
been found In the administration of 
Other generals, but the comments on 
Wood's administration have formed-A 
steady stream of praise. This, It is said, 
has excited some jealousy among offi- 
cers who have not shared this good 
fortune.

Plea of Former Local Man for More 


Time Overruled 


The case of Frederick Eastwood for-

Interesting Talk on Spain Before Re-

Spanish bull fight, which he attended 
with a view to seeing what its effects 
on the character of those who wit- 
nessed the spectacle might be.

There has been majay ,complalnta 


made of }ate by the hunters about 
town because of < the finding ot several 
snares ,ln the woods which, goes- to- 
show that some one is ..catching- par- 
tridges with snares* a matter which1 
should be investigated. This evil has 
been much in evidence Jn this section 
the past year, but no attempt haa been 
made to put a stop/ t» It or to bring the 
.offender to Justice. - Throughout this! 
section the game has been no mars' 
abundant than in former years, but 
rather there has been leas. This is the 
version of those who have gone Into 
.the woods with their guns and dogs to 
enjpy a day's sport and not by those 
who make it their,business in the fall 
to capture game and sell it to the rich 
families, the hotels, and meat markets. 
The realization ot this decrease in the 
amount of game, and the evidence that 
the laws were being violated have in- 
censed the lovers of pure sport, and 
they are ready to do anything in their 
power to put an end to the illegal 
work. The daily visits of men who call 
themselves hunters, to the townJEvith 
dozens of partridges and rabbits can- 
not help but arouse the suspicion of 
those who are themselves quite apt 
With the gun, but who are never able 
to secure more than an occasional par- 
tridge or two. It is not an uncommon 
thing for hunters from this town to 
come upon rods and rods of partridge 
snares in the woods, and to their credit 
these have always been dietroyed. The 
securing of birds in this manner is 
strictly illegal, but it is done with no 
hesitation by many as the woods bear 
proof. Fences representing well the 
old rail fence, are built for rods in the 
woods where partridges are known to 
abound and every few feet openings 
are left with snares at them. The 
unsuspecting birds, much like men, 
had rather go some distance out of the 
•way to go through one of these open- 
ings than to Jump over the fence, and 
in this manner 
they become en- 


tangled in the snares. 
Something 


should be done at once to prevent game 
being caught in this manner.

ABSURD STATEMENTS! 


Mr- Dobson's Real Ignor- 
ance of City Affairs Shown 


in His "Arguments" 


MR, WILKINSON'S ADDRESS 


In Ward 2 Takes Up Questions Raised 


by Mr. Dobson and Shows LattaPs 


Lack of Knowledge of 


Public Matters 


The fourth ward rally-of - the repub- 


lican city,'campaign washeld last eve- 
ning In ward 2,' and the Parker store 
on Brooklyn street was crowded with 
voters to hear Mr. Wilkinson. It was 
anticipated that some of the newer 
statements1 of ' the Dobson campaign 
would be .answered, and this was done 
forcefully and satisfactorily. 
Mr. 'Wil- 


kinson spoke at length, and much in 
the same'line that be has followed in 
previous ward talks, but he brought 
up some statements "p* Mr. Dobson, 
more to show the weakness of the 
grounds on which the latter Is making 
his campaign than because the unsup- 
ported and illogical statements needed 
correction. The- crowd that filled the 
store was an enthusiastic one, and Mr. 
Wilkinson was heard with, close atten- 
tion- throughout. 
Perry Parley was 


chairman of the meeting, and made a 
short address in opening1, in which he 
said that the city wanted for its chief 
executive a man whose interests had' 
been and were" always to be In North, 
Adams, instead of an itinerant mayor. 
We can better ourselves, he said, in no 
better way than by- putting the affairs 
of the city in the hands of a man 
whom we all know'and in whose ex- 
perience and integrity we have con- 
fidence. 


He introduced Councilman William 


Armstrong, who apoke briefly 
but 


pointedly of the issues of the cam- 
paign. "It is a pleasure," he said, "to 
speak for a man with whom I have 
been associated in the council with so 
much profit." Mr. Wilkinson is not 
merely the candidate of a society or 
organization or party, but the tandi- 
date of the people, There is nothing 
against any of the- other •candidates, 
but as compared with him they cannot 
stand the teA. Mr. Armstrong could 
hot believe that the city was ready to 
leap in the dark, and make experi- 
ments in its city government, especi- 
ally when what might be called such 
"wild cat schemes" were proposed for 
the change. 


Councilman -Alexander Craswell was 


next introduced, and spoke along the 
same lines. He had a deeri. Interest 
in the ward where he livea ,and was 
confident that Its voters were men who 
would vote in the line ' of the best 
reason. None of UB start on a voyage, 
he said, with an Inexperienced pilot, 
and in our business affairs.we do not 
engage a man who knows nothing of 
the business to take the management. 
To obtain the best:results front our r£- 
sources as a city- we must put at the 
head a man who knows the needs and 
the resources. 
.„ 


Mr. Wilkinson was then Introduced, 


and was greeted with hearty applause. 
His speech was for the most.part what 
has already been given in "ttt'her wards 
and ful'iy reported. He touched on the 
working day in the mills and factories 
n the city, and of his. desire that the 
ight hour law for city employes be 
passed. "When it was first proposed," 
he said, "I had no thought then of 
being the next mayor. But I think 
now it is very likely that I shall. And 
I shall enforce the law if it is.passed," 
This was greeted with enthusiastic ap- 
plause. 


As to his relation to the organized 


;abpr in the city, Mr. Wilkinson said 
;hat when his running for mayor was 
first proposed, he wished to find out 
how he was regarded by the labor 
union men, and therefore asked an 
officer In the Central' Labor union, 
whom he would not name but who was 


long time resident ipf the city and in 


many respects better fitted to be mayor 
:han is Mr. Dobson,. if anything that 
he had ever done or said could lead the 
abor unions to doubt his sincerity in 
his sympathy with the workers of the 
city. The answer was that there was 
nothing, and Mr. Wilkinson was wil- 
ling to leave his attitude to such men 
who had known him best. 


He then spoke of his- opponents. To 


talk night after night on city af- 
fairs becomes monotonous, he said, 
unless new points are brought up, and 
this has been done by Mr. Dobson. He 
would therefore take a ?ew of the tat- 
ter's statements, and show , how , in 
them Mr. Dobson showed his lack of 
knowledge of the affairs of the city he 
wanted to govern, " He repeated some 
of his answers, to 'attacks,- given in 
ward 3 the previous evening. There 
were three more reecnt statements. 


In Mr. Dobson's speech of the night 


before he said that there was a plan 
on foot to spend $100,000 of the people's 
money on Church street during the 
coming summer If the "ring" again ser 
cured control. Mr. Wilkinson said that 
Mr. Dobgon was one who knew more 
than he did about the .cost , of such 
work, but he wondered how Mr. Dob- 
son believed that $100,000 could ba 
spent on Church street in paving,'etc. 
Did Mr. Dobson think gold bricks were 
to be used? As a matter^ot fact all 
the paving that the city has done in 
the last four yeears has cost only' $80,- 
000, • and - to voice the assertion:that 
3100,000 could be considered.as a possi* 
ble expenditure for Church street 
showed that Mr. Dobson knew very 
little about public works of which he 
pretended to know so much. But Mr. 
Wilkinson had not heard,of any plan 
to spend money for the improvement 
of Church street, and if such a plan 
were proposed, the further absurdity 
of Mr. Dobson's statement was shown 
In the fact that under the acts of the 
legislature the city could not legally 
spend more than $20,000 more for pav- 
ing. This showed that Mr. Dobson 
was not acquainted with public flnan* 
cial matters and local conditions. • 


The next absurd statement by Mr. 


Dobson was that a movement, was on 
foot to "unload" Rattlesnake brook on 
the city for a water supply. ''What A. 
C. Houghton propose! to do with Rat- 
tlesnake brook," said Mr. Wlklnson, 
"he probably knows, or he would not 
have bought it." But what he Intends

Mr. Wilkinson 
took up the three school properties 
that had been bought of A. C. Hough- 
ton or W. A. Gallup, and showed; that 
two'of them were extremely cheap or 
bought for-just what was paid for 
them, and that the third was less than

Mr. Dobson made as a supposed ar- 


gument the' statement that when the 
Houghton school was built the water 
pipe was brought across lots for "many 
feet, thereby increasing the value of 
real'estate in the section, instead of 
connecting with the 
Union ' street 


Main. Here again Mr. Dobson showed 
his ignorance of city affairs which he 
wished to control. The Union street 
main Is a 1% inch low service main, 
which would afford 
insufficient fire 


protection for the' school. So the pipe 
was laid along 'accepted streets from 
the eight inch high' pressure main in 
Kemp street, a six inch pipe part of 
the way and a four inch pipe part of 
the way being used. This afforded 
ample fire protection for the school, 
which had not until now. been con- 
sidered a very bad thing. 


Mr. Wilkinson spoke briefly of Mr. 


Earner's candidacy, and the introduc- 
tion of past issues -which were no 
longer vital, and closed with the state- 
ment of his only pledge, to do the best 
work he could for the city as its mayor

lic institution—evidently the North- 
ampton insane asylum—has just been 
given out by the state board of health 
at Boston. It shows that the disease 
was undoubtedly spread by the use of 
celery. A systematic study was made 
of all the cases, Dr. Frank L. Morse of 
the. state board of health being as- 
signed to make an investigation, and 
it was found that patients, nurses, 
farm help and kitchen, help were affect- 
ed, and that as far aa the patients were 
concerned the disease was limited to a 
certain class—the patients who paid for 
tlieir care in the institution. 


In the main the patients receive 


much the same class of food, and their 
food is prepared by the same person in 
the kitchen, so that what would infect 
the paying patients would necessarily 
Infect the non-paying class also. But 
the paying patients are sometimes sup- 
plied with some extra articles, like 
fruit and vegetables, and at the time.j 
ot the epidemic they received celery 
which was grown on the farmi. This 
finally was decided upon, as the cause 
o.f the :disease. An extensive .invetiga- 
ion was made to establish or disprove 
this theory. 
: 


It appeared that the sewerage' system 


was so constructed as to convey the 
sewage to some filter.beds. This was 
finally pread on the celery beds, and 
on account of the method used in cul- 
tivating celery by banking the stalks 
of the plant with earth, the plant ap- 
pears to be a favorable medium for the 
transmission of the disease. All the 
cases were traced to this source;.
